AN INDIAN TRADITION. 


Upon appro aching Po nd d’Oreille, that 
lo vely co n: o f the Cœur d’Alene mo untains, 
the mo st beautiful lnke in Idaho , o r any 
o ther o f the weatem territo ries, the traveler 
can no t restrain his exclamatio n o f delight 
It is simply magnificent in it* glo ry o f wild 
and ro mantic beauty . 
It is a perfect gem 
o f ature blue surro unded by granite mo un* 
tains, who so heads reach so high th at the 
sun is never seen except by lo o king almo st 
directly o verhead. 
Every side is hemmed 
in, and the way in and o ut to the lake is 
thro ugh narro w go rges, winding, twisting, 
to rtuo us paths fo rmed ages ago by great 
flo wing flo o ds o f water, ice and and ro -ks. 
T hi waters are a t times green as the o mer- 
ald, but usually blue as the sky reflected 
therein. 
As clear as the raindro p; so that 
y o u may gazo do wn into its quiet depths 
and sae the millio ns o f fishes, great and 
small, a* they swim abo ut amo ng the ro o ks, 
which, in their clusters, fo rm miniature 
taves 
and 
castles. 
Lo o king 
fro m 
the no rth to ward 
the 
highest 
mo un 
tains 
o n 
the 
so uth 
o f 
the 
lake, 
vo u will no tice a great black rpo t, whirl 
Las the appearance o f having been burne I 
o ver by fire. 
It is the shado w o f a gie.it 
cavern o r go rge with precipito us sides, inac 
cessible to even the wild animals which in* 
habit this sectio n. 
The o nly appro ach is by 
fo llo wing up a ravine until y o u find y o ur- 
Helf in a dark narro w defile, o bstructed 
mo re o r less with fallen ro cks and timber. 
Overhanging o n either side are immense 
crags apparently abo ut to tumble upo u 
yo u. 
As y o u pro ceed y o u will no tice that this 
defile lo ads to an o pening in the mo untain. 
At the entrance, which is ro ached by climb­ 
ing the ro cks to the height o f abo ut thirty 
feet, is a largo , fiat ro ck extending o utward 
so me distance, resembling the po rch o f a 
ho use. 
Fro m this elevatio n a view do wn 
the go rge is po ssible fo r a lo ug extent, as 
well as o f the lake and mo untains bey o nd 
it 
Pro ceeding into the cave, if y o u have 
the co urage, fo r y o ur Indian guide will no t 
go even so near as the po rch, and tries to 
dissuade y o u fro m do ing so . y o u will find a 
damp, narro w co rrido r leading into the 
heart o f the ro ck. 
By lighting a wax taper 
no w and then y o u can get faint glimpses 
o f the interio r. 
The 
flo o r 
is 
level, 
the 
walls 
perpendicular, 
the 
ceiling 
a 
mass 
o f 
hanging 
ro cks. 
At 
the 
end o f %0J o r 3U0 feet the main hall divides 
into several smaller o nes. 
Beyo nd this 
po int pro bably no perso n no w liv iqg has 
been. 
If y o u dro p the butt o f y o ur rifle 
sharply upo n the sto ne flo o r it vviil pro duce 
a tho usand clanging, rattling, deafening 
echo es that will make y o ur hair stand o n 
end and uncanny shivers creep thro ugh y o u 
It is like the sho uting o f a tho usand mani 
acj, a pandemo nium o f devils. 
Yo u may 
be brave, but y o u feel that y o u are ready 
to leave the place witho ut further urging. 
Yo u lo o k back o ver y o ur sho ulder fre­ 
quently as y o u retrace y o ur steps to the 
po rch. 
After hunting up y o ur guide y o u 
ask him the name o f the cave, he replies in 
a whisper, “It is the entrance to hell.” 
I 
ask him mo re about it and as we sit 
to* 
getber at lunch he relates the fo llo wing: 
Many , many mo o ns since there lived o n the 
banks o f y o n beautiful lake a large and 
powerful tribe o f Indiana 
They were a 
very warlike people, and when they made 
their ex cursions. out upon the plains in 
quest of buffalo, seldom returned witho ut 
prisoners from other tribe« whom they had 
met and giv en battla 
These priso ners 
were often tortured and put to death 
in the most 
cruel 
manner, but so me­ 
times 
held 
fo r ransom. 
There were 
among 
the band a 
chief 
co nspicuo us 
fo r 
his 
daring 
and 
bravery , 
but 
heartless and cruel to his weaker co mpan­ 
io ns. 
He was called Cheena. 
His father, 
an o ld man, was a go o d Indian, much be­ 
lo ved by his tribe, and this alo ne saved 
Cheena fro m being killed by men o f his o wn 
t.and who m he had injured. 
Upo n o ne o f 
the hunting ex peditions o f Cheena he capt 
ured a y o uthful o hief and bro ught him to 
the village bo und upo n the back o f a po ny . 
This y o ung man was remarkable fo r his 
dignified and manly bearing. 
Tali, o f co m­ 
manding figure, he po ssessed also a fine 
facet 
He was a valuable priso ner, which 
alo ne saved him fro m to rture and death. 
He was the o pj>o site o f his capto r in every 
respect, excepting phy sical strength. 
He 
gave his name as Fo no . 
U po n his arrival 
be was placed under a stro ng guard. 
W ith 
the exceptio n o f an o ccasio nal taunt fro m 
Cheena he was well treated. 
So me time 
passed and uo tliiug waa heard fro m Fo uo 's 
friends. 
There was an Indian girl ki the village o f 
great beauty , who , altho ugh much co urted 
by the y o ung men, seemed to cure fo r no ne 
o f them. 
You hav e seen the tall, slender willo w at 
the water's edge gracefully bend and sway 
in the gentle wind. 
Yo u have seen the 
swift cano e upon the swelling wav e glide 
smoothly and quickly ov er the water, so 
spov sd and walked Boneta. 
You hav e 
wounded the rabbit and as it lay helpless at 
y our feet y ou hav e noiioed the soft, sad 
look it gav e y ou from its great black ey es. 
Buck ey es bad Boneta when in pity she 
gazed upon the suffering. 
Her hair when 
unloosened touched the tope of her mocca- 
m in* mid was as dark as the wing of the 
black bird. 
This maiden looked upon Poco 


and lo ved him. 
Fo no was gradually al­ 
lo wed mo re liberty thro ugh the intercessio n 
o f Cheena’« father, who exacted a pro mise 
fro m him no t to attem pt escape as lo ng as 
he was kindly treated 
He was allo wed a 
cano e upo n the lake. 
He also jo ined the 
y o ung men in their games and race*. 
In 
all these spo rts he excelled, and became a 
great favo rite will all except Cheena, who 
o o uld no t acco pt defeat witho ut sho wing 
his displeasure. 
Fo no was quite o ften in 
the co mpany o f Bo neta, 
and 
it 
was 
so o n apparent 
th at 
be 
was 
in 
lo ve 
with the beiAitiful maiden. 
They raced 
their 
cano es 
in 
friendly 
rivalry , 
sat 
upo n the sho res o f the blue water o r sho t 
their arro ws a t target« . 
This incensed 
Cheena mo re than any thing else, fo r he had 
tried in vain to wo o this girl. 
He decided 
to get rid o f this tro ubleso me priso ner and 
bated rival, if he were no t so o n ranso med 
by his peo ple. 
There were three o r fo ur 
Indians who m he co uld rely upo n to do any 
kind o f wicked wo rk be wished. 
He fo rmed 
a plo t fo r the purpo se o f secretly putting 
Fo no o ut o f the way if he remained his 
priso ner much lo nger. 
Ano ther mo nth had co me and go ne, still 
Po n* remained. 
Cheena co uld no t wait fo r 
ranso m. 
He co mmunicated his plans to his 
hirelings and they readily agreed to put 
them into executio n. 
The instructio ns were 
to take him fro m his tent at night, bind 
him and cast b in into the water, weighting 
him with sto nes that his bo dy might no t be 
fo und. 
One night as Bo neta was sitting upo n the 
bank o f the lake, hidden by a clump o f 
willo ws, thro e Indians appro ached and sat 
nrar her. 
Ak they co nversed, she heard 
them co nsulting regarding the time and 
manner 
o f 
carry ing 
o ut 
their 
plo j. 
against 
the 
priso ner. 
Hardly 
daring 
to 
breathe. 
Bo neta 
listened 
to 
the 
details 
and 
disco vered 
th at 
that 
very night the deed 
was 
to 
be 
do ne. 
After the co nspirato rs had left she hastily 
went in search o f Fo no to info rm him o f his 
danger. 
Bin* fo und him reclining in fro nt 
o f his wigwam, but two co mpanio ns w*re 
near him 
Bhe dared no t address him ncr 
give any sign fo r him to co me to her. 
Bhe 
walked by and at a little distance cro nche l 
behind a tree, waiting fo r an o ppo rtunity to 
sjieak with fcer lo ver alo ne. 
After a time 
Fo no aro se and ro tired to bis wigwam, but 
the o ther two Indians remained where they 
were smo king their pipes. 
The ho ur fo r 
the attack was near at hand: still the two 
men did no t mo ve. 
Bo neta was beco ming 
almo st wild with impatience. 
At last the 
men aro se, stret bo d themselves and walked 
away . 
The night was gray , but no t dark; 
light clo uds o bscured the mo o n. 
A sho rt 
distance fro m Bo neta an Indian had skulked 
behind a stump to watch pro ceedings. 
It 
was Cheena Bo neta swiftly ran to the wig­ 
wam o f Po no and entered. Quickly aro using 
him she to ld the dauger to him adding that 
no t a mo ment was to bo lo st in making 
his escape. 
Cheena was frenzied with 
rage at seeing the girl enter the wig­ 
wam 
o f 
his 
rival, 
and 
with 
the 
fero city o f the were wo lf sprang fo rward 
to ward the tepee; at the same time three 
o ther Indians advanced fro m the o ppo sito 
directio n. 
Fo no snatched a to mahawk fro m 
the Lclt o f Bo neta and grasping her hand, 
rushed with her o ut into the o pen air. 
He 
instantly fo und that they were surro unded 
o n all » Ides o xcept o ne, that tbeir o nly es­ 
cape was by the water. 
To ward this they 
ran,and quickly jumping into a cano e,pushed 
o ut upo n the dancing wave* 
They were 
fo llo wed by a sho wer o f sto nes and to ma­ 
hawks, but the darkness made tho aim o f 
their enemies uncertain, and they escaped 
tho dauger. 
Heading the cano e to ward the 
o ppo site sho re, each with a paddle they 
glided o ver the surface o f the water as the 
wild pigeo n darts thro ugh tho air. 
No w 
the clo uds part and the full mo o n co mes 
fo rth in all her glo ry thro wing a path o f 
go ld acro ss the lake fro m sho re to sho re. 
The waters whirl and dance and laugh as 
they eddy abo ut the stern o f the bo at o r lo v­ 
ingly caress and kiss the sides o f the little 
birch bark as they seem to say , ‘‘We will 
push; we will help y o u, fo r we lo ve y o u, 
y o uth and maiden.” 
Cheena and his assas­ 
sins 
are 
exerting 
all 
their 
strength 
to o vertake them, and their vo ices are 
plainly heard by Fo no as they urge each 
o ther o n, and lo udest o f all is that o f their 
leader. 
Tho cano e, with the fleeing lo vers, 
to uches the white sand o n the o ppo site 
sho re, and its inmates quickly spring upo n 
the bank. 
The mo o n is directly o ver the 
go rge, and narro w path which leads up the 
mo untain. 
Up this valley , Fo no , ho lding 
Bo neta by the hand, rapidly advances. 
In 
_ few mo ments they hear vo ices behind 
them; the pursuers, like ho unds, are fo llo w­ 
ing their trail. 
The path if difficult; ro cks 
and trees o bstruct the way . 
Bo neta begins 
to tire a little, and Fo no needs to slacken 
his pace. 
The vo ices so und nearer. 
The 
co y o te, disturbed, runs snarling in fro nt o f 
the co uple; the wild beasts ho wl o n every 
side. 
Fo no , tightening his grasp upo n his 
to mahawk, pushes his way up the steep as­ 
cent, between the great perpendicular walls, 
leading and partly lifting Bo neta. 
They 
reach the ro cks a t the o pening o f the cav­ 
ern just as their pursuers co me in sighL 
Po no lifts Bo neta in bis stro ng arms and 
climbs o ver the fallen ro cks to the great flat 
sto ne at the entrance to the cave. 
As he 
do es so a sho ut o f trium ph co mes fro m 
Cheena and his co mpanio ns, as in the clear 
mo o nlight they see the y o ung co uple unable 
to go further, and, as they suppo se, so o n to 
fall into their hands. 
As Cheena and his 
friends mo unt the ro cks Po no leads his co m­ 
panio n into the o pening. 
Passing in a sho rt 
distance they hide behind a jutting crag 
and w ait 
Cheena reaches the entrance, a 
hurried co nsultatio n is held, and then o ne 
by o ne the fo ur Indians stealthily creep up 
the hall, and pass by the lo vers witho ut dis 
co vering them. 
A mo ment mo re and the 
den is filled with shrieks, ho wls and piercing 
cries, fo llo wed by gro ans. 
One Indian o nly 
rushes past them and o ut 
Terrified, Po no and Bo neta fo llo w, and 
fright gives them strength—they fly do wn 
tho cany o n to ward the lake. 
They are in 
tune to see a man jump into a cano e aud 
paddle to ward the village 
It is the o uly 
o ne o f Cheena's party left to relate the 
events o f th at terrible night 
The next 
mo rning a party o f Indians visited the cave, 
searching fo r Cheena and hi* friends. They 
fo und no thing excepting the evidence o f a 
struggle and the dragging away o f bo dies 
to ward the interio r. . 
Fono and the maiden after sev eral davs 
reached the tribe of the former in safety 
Cv er since, upon the night when the moon 
is full, Cheena and hi* two companions 
come out upon the fiat stone In front of the 
cav e and walk up and down for some min­ 
utes, and when they return to their den the 
same terrible noises are heard as upon the 
night of tbeir destruction.—Earl Ken nett in

One o f the mo st striking and in fact in­ 
teresting pio neer character* o f 1NX) was 
Jo nathan Chapman, a man who , o wing to 
his o dd o ccupatio n, was generally kno wn as 
“Jo hnny Appleeeed. ” 
He made b is first ap 
pearance in western 
P e n n sy lv an ia, co ming 
fro m Bo sto n, Mass. 
He po meesed a stro ng 
passio n fo r raising and cultivating apple 
trees fro m the teed, claiming th at that was 
the o nly pro per way to plant an o rchard. 
In the spring o f 18 01 Chapman made his 
way to Ohio , a t which time he appeared o n 
the bo rders o f Licking creek (in w hat is 
no w kno wn as Licking co unty ), with a ho rse- 
to ad o f apple seeds, which he planted in 
vario us places o n and abo ut the banks o f 
that stream. 
There is no authentic acco unt 
o f his mo vements during the five succeeding 
y ears, altho ugh he was undo ubtedly fo llo w­ 
ing the same strange vo catio n. 
Early in the spring o f 
a pio neer set­ 
tler o f Jefferso n co unty no ticed a peculiar 
craft with a curio us cargo and a remarkable 
o ccupant mo ving do wn the Ohio river with 
the current. 
It was “Jo hnny Appleseed, 
(by which name Chapman was kno wn fro m 
ISOfi until the time o t his death, which o c­ 
curred in 18 47,) in every lo g cabin fro m the 
Ohio river to the great lakes o n the no rth 
and as far west as the present eastern 
bo undary o f Indiana, 
with two cano es 
lashed to gether, transpo rting a lo ad o f s^eds 
to the then western fro ntiers fo r the purpo se 
o f planting them o n the mo st remo test verge 
jf white settlements. 


scattering the fruit seeg. 
In fo llo wing his favo rite pursuit 
he 
alway s kept o n the o utskirts o f the s e ttle ­ 
ments; cleaning spo ts in the lo amy lauds o n 
the banks o f streams, whe.e he wo uld plant 
his seeds, place a slight mclo sure aro und to e 
gro und, aud then Lave th j place until tne 
trees had beco me sufficiently large to be 
transplanted. Settlers began to flo ck in and 
o pen clearings. 
To tho se who wanted an 
o rchard o u their places, “Jo hnny wo uld 
furnish y o ung trees. 
He had no idea o f 
making any mo ney o ut o f his o ccupatio n, 
generally giving the tre©.. away o r selling 
them fo r a trifle, such a» -in o ld co at o r any 
article o f which he co rid make so me use. 
In this way he pro ceed« *! fo r y ears until 
the co untry was in a « ueasure settled and 
supplied with apple tre*s. 
Chapman’s perso na» appearance was as» 
striking as his character. 
He was a small 
man, quick and restUes in his mo tio ns; his 
ry es were black and sparkled with a peculiar 
brightness, while his hair and beard were 
lo ng and dark. 
He never shaved and lived 
the ro ughest life, o ften sleeping in the 
wo o ds in preference to accepting the ho spi­ 
tality o f a settler 
His clo thing was o ld 
and ragged, being generally given him it 
exchange io r apple trees. 
He invariably 
went barefo o ted, and frequently traveled 
miles thro ugh tho sno w tnat way . 
Only 
o nce was be e* er kno wn to wear fo o t co v­ 
ering of any Kind. A settler, who happened 
to o wn a paiv sho es th at were to o small fo r 
his o wn us**, fo rced them upo n "Jo hnny , 
who relucfantly put them o n. The next day 
“Jo hnny ” o verto o k a barefo o ted family 
mo ving w istwarvl, and as they appeared to 
be in grea'.er neeo U o f fo o twear than he was 
he give tl wm the sho ^s. 
lie wa? a fo llo wer o f Swdenbo rg, to o k 
no tho ugtfc o f the mo rro w and led a mo ral, 
blameless lite. 
It was his custo m to circu­ 
late 
BwVdenbo rgian wo rks wherever he 
went, aud if sho rt o f them wo uld tear a 
bo o k 
into 
two 
o r three 
parts, 
giving 
each 
part 
to 
different 
perso ns 
In 
th at 
• way 
he 
supplied 
a neighbo rho o d with a religio us literature, 
altho ugh tho » e to who m he gave the latter 
part o i the bo o k to read first, m ust have 
fo und it difficult to co mprehend the autho r. 
He was very careful no t to injure any ani­ 
mal, and tho ught hunting mo rally wro ng. 
Amo ng the settlers he was alw ay s welco me, 
aud he was treated with great kindness even 
by the Indians, who regarded him as a 
“great medicine man.” 
VERY PECULIAR AND ECCENTRIC. 
Chapman was peculiar and eccentric in 
the extreme, as the few anecdo tes which 1 
give belo w will illustrate 
On o ne co o l 
autum nal night, while ly ing by his camp­ 
fire in the wo o ds, ha o bserved th at the 
mo squito es flew in the blaze and were 
burned. 
“Jo hnny ,” whe wo re o n his head a 
tin utensil which answered bo th as a cap aud 
a mush po t, filled it with w ater and quenched 
the fire, and then remarked, “Go d fo rbid 
that 1 sho uld build a fire fo r my co mfo rt 
that sho uld be the meens o f destro y ing any 
o f His creatures.” 
Ano ther time he made 
his camp-fire a t the end o f a ho llo w lo g, in 
which he intended to pass the night, but 
finding it o ccupied by a bear and her cubs, 
he remo ved his fire to the o ther end aud 
slept o n the sno w in § ,the o po n air rather 
than disturb the bear. 
He was o ne mo rn­ 
ing in a prairie and was bitten by an rattle­ 
snake. 
So me time after a frieud inquired 
abo ut the m atter. 
“Jo hnny ” drew a lo ng 
sigh and replied' 
“Po o r fello w! he o nly 
just to uched me, when I, in an ungo dly 
passio n, put the heel o f my scy the o n him 
and wo nt ho me. Bo me time after 1 went fo r 
my scy the, and there lay the po o r fel.o w 
dead.” 
An itinerentrpreacher was ho lding 
fo rth o n the public square in the present 
city o f Mansfield, and during the co urse o f 
his remarks exclaimed: “VV here is the bare­ 
fo o ted 
Christian 
traveling to heaven ?” 
“Jo hnny ,” who was ly ing o n his back o n 
so me tim jer, taking the questio n in its 
literal seise, raised his bare feet ix the air 
and vo cifarbted^ “Here he is!” 
In 1838—f.liirt-seven y ears after his ap­ 
pearance a t Linking creek—“Jo hnny 
o b­ 
served that civilivatio n and wealth were 
fast tr an s fo r m in g the wilderness o f O hio 
into a densely po pulated state. 
Churches 
were making their appearance, and the 
stage-driver’s ho rn bro ke the silence o f the 
fo rests, and as he bad alway s kept just in 
advance o f the wave o f settlement, he felt 
that his’wo rk was do ne in this regio n in 
which he bad labo red so lo ng. 
He visited 
all the ho uses o f the settlers, to o k a so lemn 
farewell o f every fam ily , and turned his 
steps further west, again to pursue his ec­ 
centric vo catio n. 
In the summer o f 18 47, 
at the clo se o f a warm day , after traveling 
tw enty miles, he entered the bo uee o f a sub1 
tier in Aden co unty , Indiana, aud was. as 
usual, warmly welco med. 
Declining o ther 
acco mmo datio n,, he ley do wn o n the flo o r
